To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Wortley  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938,  which 
would  have  been  presented  before  I  left  your  service,  had  it  not 
been  impossible  to  complete  it  owing  to  delay  in  the  receipt  of 
certain  essential  statistics  from  the  Registrar  General. 

The  main  features  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  were  the 
increase  in  the  birth  rate,  the  comparatively  low  general  death 
rate  and  the  low  infantile  mortality. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system 
was  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  district. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  two 
years  of  age),  for  the  second  year  in  succession. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Diphtheria  which  was  more  prevalent  in  some  parts  of 
the  district  and  was  generally  of  a  more  virulent  type. 

The  maternal  mortality  was  higher  than  the  average,  owing 
to  the  occurrence  of  two  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

The  chief  rates  of  mortality  are  set  out,  for  comparison  with 
those  of  England  and  Wales,  as  follows : —

All  the  local  rates  of  mortality  are  calculated  on  an  estimated 
population  exclusive  of  the  inmates  of  the  mental  hospital. 

Population. 

The  population  of  the  district  at  the  middle  of  the  year  is 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  30,550,  being  an  increase 
of  230  over  the  estimate  for  1937. 

This  increase  seems  very  small  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there 
was  an  increase  of  404  in  the  number  of  occupied  dwelling  houses 
during  the  year.  If  this  estimate  is  approximately  accurate,  the 
emigration  from  the  district  must  have  been  much  in  excess  of  the 
immigration  and  there  must  have  been  a  still  further  reduction  in 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  (i.e.  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths)  was  155. 

The  distribution  of  the  population  in  the  various  parishes  at 
the  census  of  1931  is  shown  in  the  following  table : —

Births. 

During  the  year  there  were  442  live  births,  equal  to  a  birth  rate 
of  15.6  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  There  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  which  was  higher  than  in 
any  year  since  1929,  when  the  rate  was  16.0.  The  average  rate 
for  the  previous  five  years  was  13.5.

The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1938  was  15.1 
The  male  births  numbered  235  and  the  female  births  207. 
There  were  12  illegitimate  births,  equal  to  a  rate  of  27  per 
1,000  births. 

Still  births  numbered  16,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.56  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  as  compared  with  0.60  for  England  and  Wales. 
All  the  still  births  were  legitimate. 


Deaths. 


The  deaths  credited  to  the  district  numbered  287,  equal  to  a 
death  rate  of  10.0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
death  rate  in  1937  was  10.3.  In  only  two  previous  years  has  a 
lower  death  rate  been  recorded  in  the  district.  In  1930  the  rate 
was  9.2  and  in  1933  it  was  9.6.  The  average  rate  for  the  previous 
five  years  was  10.6. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1938  was  11.6. 
When  comparing  the  local  with  the  national  mortality,  however, 
allowance  has  to  be  made  for  the  sex  and  age  constitution  of  the 
population  of  the  district,  which  is  slightly  more  favourable  to  a 
low  mortality  than  that  of  England  and  Wales.  The  Registrar 
General  supplies  a  comparability  factor  of  1.06,  which,  when 
applied  to  the  local  death  rate,  gives  a  rate  which  would  have 
obtained  if  the  sex  and  age  constitution  of  the  district  had  been 
similar  to  that  of  England  and  Wales  at  the  last  census.  The  effect 
of  this  is  to  raise  the  recorded  death  rate  of  the  district  to  10.6. 

There  were  150  male  and  137  female  deaths.

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The  mortality  amongst  young  persons  of  one  to  fifteen  years 
of  age  was  higher  than  in  1937  but  there  were  18  fewer  deaths 
amongst  persons  of  advanced  age. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  87  occurred  in  public  institutions,  equal 
to  30  per  cent. 

Inquests  were  held  in  31  instances  and  5  deaths  were  certified 
by  the  Coroner  after  .post-mortem  without  inquest. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

The  death  rates  in  the  sub-districts  were: — Ecclesfield,  9.6; 
Chapeltown,  9.7;  Bradfield,  11.5;  Tankersley,  8.9;  Wortiey,  7.7. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Sixteen  deaths  occurred  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
equal  to  an  infantile  mortality  of  36  per  1,000  live  births.  This 
rate  is  next  to  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  district,  which  was  31  in 
1934.  The  average  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  60. 

The  infantile  mortality  for  England  and  Wales  in  1938  was  53. 

Ten  deaths  occurred  amongst  male  and  six  deaths  amongst 
female  infants.  There  were  no  deaths  amongst  illegitimate  infants. 

Of  the  total  infantile  deaths,  six  occurred  within  the  first  week 
of  life,  one  within  two  weeks,  three  within  three  weeks,  one  within 
four  weeks,  one  within  two  months,  one  within  three  months,  one 
within  four  months,  and  two  after  six  months. 

The  chief  causes  of  infantile  deaths  during  1938  and  the 
previous  five  years  are  set  out  in  the  following  table : —

As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  has  been  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  mortality  from  respiratory  diseases  and  from  prematurity 
but  an  increase  in  the  deaths  due  to  congenital  diseases.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  the  absence  of  any  fatalities  from  diarrhoeal 
diseases  for  the  second  year  in  succession. 

Six  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  Ecclesfield  parish,  eight  in 
Bradfield,  two  in  Tankersley  and  none  in  Wortley. 

Tuberculous  Diseases. 

During  the  year  only  five  deaths  were  caused  by  tuberculosis 
of  the  respiratory  system,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.17  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  which  was  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  district. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 

Respiratory  Diseases  caused  34  deaths,  of  which  15  were  due 
to  Bronchitis,  17  to  Pneumonia  and  2  to  other  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system. 

Cancer  caused  44  deaths. 

Epidemic  Diseases — Five  deaths  were  due  to  Diphtheria,  but 
there  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  or  Diarrhoea  (under  two  years  of  age).  The  death  rate 
in  England  and  Wales  during  the  year  from  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  (under  2  years  of  age)  was  5.5  per  1,000  births. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  or  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever.  One  death  was  due  to  Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Influenza  caused  three  deaths,  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  0.10 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  0.11  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Heart  Disease  caused  75  deaths  and  other  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system  19  deaths. 

Twelve  deaths  were  due  to  Central  Haemorrhage,  four  to 
Nephritis,  two  to  Peptic  Ulcer,  two  to  Appendicitis,  eight  to  other 
diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  five  to  Diabetes,  two  to  Rheumatic 
Fever,  two  to  Venereal  Disease  and  twelve  to  Senility. 

Maternal  Mortality.  —  Two  deaths  were  due  to  Puerperal 
Sepsis,  but  no  deaths  occurred  from  other  puerperal  disease.  The 
maternal  mortality  was  at  the  rate  of  4.37  per  1,000  total  births, 
as  compared  with  2.97  for  England  and  Wales.  The  district 


numbers  are,  however,  so  small  that  the  rate  for  a  single  year  has 
no  special  significance.  The  average  rate  for  the  five  years, 
1934 — 38,  was  2.92. 

Various  forms  of  Violence  caused  21  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of 
0.74  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  was  much  higher  than 
usual .

Scarlet  Fever. — During  the  year  48  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified,  equal  to  a  case  rate  of  1.57  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  2.41  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  a  decline  in  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  and  the 
type  was  mild.  The  average  annual  number  of  cases  during  the 
previous  ten  years  was  102. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Ninety-four  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

In  Ecclesfield  parish  16  cases  occurred,  of  which  5  were  at 
Ecclesfield,  5  at  Chapeltown,  2  at  Highgreen,  2  at  Hesley  Lane, 
1  at  Grenoside  and  1  at  Birley  Edge. 

In  Bradfield  parish  there  were  28  cases,  of  which  7  occurred 
at  Oughtibridge,  1  at  Wharncliffe  Side,  1  at  Worrall,  1  at  The 
Hurst,  9  at  Loxley,  3  at  Stannington,  2  at  Dungworth,  3  at  Low 
Bradfield  and  1  at  Wigtwizzle. 

In  Tankersley  parish  there  were  3  cases  and  in  Wortley  parish 
one  case  occurred. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  46  notifications  of  Diphtheria,  equal 
to  a  case  rate  of  1.50  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
1.58  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  average  annual  number  of  cases  for  the  previous  year 
was  29. 

Five  deaths  occurred. 

Forty-four  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

This  disease  was  more  prevalent  in  some  parts  of  the  district 
and  many  of  the  cases  were  of  a  virulent  type.  The  greatest 
incidence  was  at  Tankersley,  Highgreen  and  Ecclesfield. 

In  Ecclesfield  parish  there  were  30  cases,  of  which  10  occurred 
at  Ecclesfield,  13  at  Highgreen,  2  at  Chapeltown,  4  at  Hesley  Lane 
and  1  at  Grenoside. 
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In  Bradfield  parish  1  case  occurred  at  Loxley,  1  at  Worrall,  1 
at  Damflask,  and  1  at  Wharncliffe  Side. 

In  Tankersley  parish  there  were  12  cases,  of  which  2  occurred 
at  Westwood. 

Of  the  46  cases,  9  occurred  amongst  persons  over,  and  11 
amongst  children  under,  school  age. 

At  Tankersley  6  cases  occurred  during  March  amongst  children 
attending  the  National  School,  but  the  outbreak  soon  abated  and 
only  one  other  case  amongst  these  school  children  was  notified  in 
August. 

At  Highgreen  there  were  no  cases  amongst  school  children 
until  June  when  one  case  occurred  in  a  child  attending  the  Infant 
Department  of  the  Council  School.  Two  further  cases  occurred 
in  July,  two  in  August  and  one  in  September.  One  case  occurred 
amongst  scholars  of  the  Senior  Boys'  School  in  July,  one  in  Sep¬ 
tember  and  one  in  October. 

At  Ecclesfield  there  was  no  suspicion  of  school  infection,  only 
two  cases  occurring  amongst  children  attending  the  Infant  School 
and  two  at  the  Girls'  Department  of  the  Council  School. 

None  of  the  notified  cases  had  been  immunised  against  the

disease. 

Protective  inoculation  was  in  continuous  operation  throughout 
the  year.  Consent  forms  sent  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
were  distributed  to  the  parents  by  the  Head  Teachers  and  all  the 
children  whose  parents  consented  to  the  procedure  were  inoculated. 
I  visited  all  the  schools  in  the  district,  except  Midhope,  and 
inoculated  580  children.  Several  children  were  inoculated  by 
private  medical  practitioners.  During  the  last  three  years  over 
1,500  children  have  received  the  benefit  of  this  preventive  measure. 
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Parents  are  strongly  advised  to  secure  the  protection  of  their 
children  against  Diphtheria  during  the  early  years  of  infancy.  It 
is  a  simple  but  effective  preventive  measure  and  is  available,  free 
of  charge,  for  all  children  over  the  age  of  nine  months. 

Typhoid  Fever. — One  case  occurred  amongst  the  inmates  of 
the  South  Yorkshire  Mental  Hospital.  There  were  no  district  cases. 

Erysipelas. — Nineteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported.  One 
death  of  a  baby  three  weeks  old  occurred. 

Pneumonia. — Thirty-three  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified, 
of  which  three  were  stated  to  be  of  the  Influenza  type.  Seven  of 
the  cases  occurred  in  Ecclesfield  parish,  24  in  Bradheld  and  2  in 
Tankersley. 

There  were  17  deaths. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Nine  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were 
notified,  of  which  one  occurred  at  the  South  Yorkshire  Mental 
Hospital. 

All  the  district  cases  were  removed  to  the  Jessop  Hospital, 
Sheffield. 

Two  deaths  resulted. 

Dysentery _ Five  cases  of  Dysentery  of  a  bacillary  type  were 

notified  amongst  the  inmates  of  the  Mental  Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — One  case  of  this  infantile  disease 
was  reported.  No  impairment  of  vision  resulted. 

2.  NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  district  was  comparatively  free  from  outbreaks  of  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough  or  Chickenpox.  Several  cases  were  reported  at 
Highgreen,  Chapeltown  and  Burncross,  but  there  were  no  fatalities. 

Closing  of  schools  was  not  resorted  to  during  the  year  as  a 
means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases. 


Influenza  was  not  prevalent  to  any  serious  extent  during  the 
year. 

3.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  19  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and 
three  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  Of  the 
former  type,  four  cases  occurred  at  Ecclesfield,  three  at  Chapel- 
town,  one  at  High  green,  one  at  Grange  Lane,  one  at  Grenoside,  six 
at  Oughtibridge  and  three  at  Stannington.

All  the  deaths  occurred  amongst  persons  who  had  been 
previously  notified  except  one  whose  death  occurred  in  a  general 
hospital  from  tuberculous  meningitis. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating  to  the  employment  of 
tuberculous  persons  in  the  milk  trade  nor  under  Section  172  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  relating  to  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


The  Isolation  Hospitals. — During  the  year  92  cases  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Grenoside,  viz.: — Scarlet  Fever, 
45 ;  Diphtheria,  44 ;  Erysipelas,  1 ;  other  diseases,  2. 

There  remained  over  from  the  previous  year  3  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  2  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  one  other  case. 

Of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  46  recovered  and  2  remained 
in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria,  40  recovered,  5  died  and  1  remained 
in  hospital. 

The  case  of  Erysipelas  died. 

All  the  other  cases  recovered. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  were  made  in  the  County  Labora¬ 
tory  of  101  specimens  from  this  district.  These  comprised  95  throat 
or  nasal  swabs  from  persons  suffering  or  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  Diphtheria  and  6  specimens  of  sputum. 

Clinics. — Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  was  opened  at  Loxley. 

There  are  now  eight  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  district, 
situated  at  Ecclesfield,  Grenoside,  Chapeltown,  Highgreen, 
Tankersley,  Oughtibridge,  Stannington  and  Loxley.  The  Child 
Welfare  Centre  at  Stocksbridge  is  available  for  parts  of  Bradfield 
and  Wortley  parishes. 

Special  Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  at  Ecclesfield,  Chapeltown 
and  Highgreen. 

A  Maternity  Home  is  being  erected  at  Greenhead,  Chapeltown, 
by  the  County  Council. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
service,  the  dispensary  at  Wadsley  Bridge  serving  the  greater  part 
of  the  district  and  those  at  Stocksbridge  and  Barnsley  being  avail¬ 
able  for  patients  in  parts  of  Bradfield  and  Tankersley  parishes. 
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Six  County  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  work  in  the 
district. 

Ambulance  facilities  for  cases  of  sickness  are  provided  by  the 
Sheffield  Central  Ambulance  Services  for  all  contributors  to  the 
Id.  in  the  £  scheme  of  the  Sheffield  Joint  Hospitals  and  for 
necessitous  poor  and  old  age  pensioners.  In  the  case  of  non¬ 
contributors  who  may  require  hospital  treatment  on  account  of 
sickness  the  District  Council  pay  an  annual  sum  of  £50  to  the 
Sheffield  Central  Ambulance  Services  for  the  use  of  their  ambu¬ 
lances.  Street  and  road  accidents  are  dealt  with  by  the  Constabu¬ 
lary.  Some  difficulty  arose  during  the  year  in  regard  to  the 
removal  to  hospital  of  domestic  casualties  and  an  agreement  is  now 
being  entered  into  with  the  Sheffield  Corporation  for  the  use  of 
their  ambulances  as  part  of  the  arrangements  with  the  Central 
Ambulance  Services. 

For  infectious  cases  the  District  Council  provide  one  motor 
ambulance  and  have  an  agreement  with  the  Penistone  District 
Isolation  Hospital  Committee  for  the  use  of  their  ambulance  in  the 
case  of  an  emergency. 

The  public  Mortuary  and  post-mortem  room  at  Grenoside, 
belonging  to  the  District  Council,  is  available  for  the  whole  area. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply. — The  rainfall  for  the  year,  recorded  at  the 
Sewage  Works,  Ecclesfield,  (172  feet  above  Ordnance  datum)  was 
28.43  inches.  This  is  slightly  below  the  average  for  the  previous 
thirteen  years,  which  was  29.45  inches.  The  average  for  twenty- 
four  years  at  Potter  Hill  (582  feet)  where  records  had  previously 
been  kept,  was  27.68  inches.  The  first  half  of  the  year  was  very 
dry,  only  9.20  inches  having  fallen  during  the  six  months.  The 
driest  months  were  March,  April,  February  and  June. 

There  was  no  shortage  in  any  of  the  public  supplies  of  the 
district. 
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The  augmentation  of  the  Council's  Hallbroom  supply,  how¬ 
ever,  is  advisable  in  view  of  the  growth  of  the  population  and  the 
greater  use  of  water  per  head  for  sanitary  purposes.  The  use  of  a 
single  bore-hole  for  supplementing  the  springs  is  also  attended  by 
serious  drawbacks,  as  was  shown  during  the  autumn  of  1937  when 
a  breakdown  in  the  pump  occurred.  The  duplication  of  the  bore¬ 
hole  pumping  installation  is  essential  and,  following  a  report  by 
Elliott  and  Brown,  of  Nottingham,  prices  are  being  obtained  for 
the  sinking  of  a  second  bore-hole,  24  inches  in  diameter,  on  the 
site  suggested  by  them. 

The  provision  of  a  piped  supply  to  the  upper  part  of  Grenoside 
was  again  under  consideration.  The  appeals  of  certain  owners  of 
property  against  the  notices  issued  under  Sec.  138  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  were  allowed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who 
decided  that  the  financial  burden  of  providing  a  supply  from  the 
Sheffield  Corporation  mains  should  be  put  on  the  rates  of  the 
Ecclesfield  Contributory  Place.  The  matter  is  in  abeyance  until 
the  result  of  the  Council’s  application  to  the  County  Council  for 
a  grant  is  known.  Meantime  two  public  wells  at  Topside  and 
Lane  Head  were  improved  by  being  completely  covered  over  and 
by  the  installation  of  pumps  so  as  to  prevent  any  surface 
contamination. 

During  the  year  two  samples  of  water  were  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  examined  and  sixteen  samples  from  wells  in  upper 
part  of  Grenoside  were  bacteriologically  examined  by  the  Public 
Analyst. 

Samples  from  all  the  Public  supplies  in  the  district  were  also 
taken  by  the  County  Council's  Inspector  and  submitted  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination,  the  result  in  each  instance  being 
satisfactory. 

Extensions  of  water  mains  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
at  Stannington  and  Worrall. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Sewer  extensions  were  carried 
out  at  Chapeltown,  ,Pilley,  Oughtibridge  and  Worrall. 

There  was  no  alteration  in  any  of  the  sewage  works. 

Works  of  a  temporary  character  were  carried  out  for  disposing 
on  land  of  the  sewage  of  that  part  of  Wortley  village  which,  owing 
to  levels,  cannot  be  dealt  with  at  the  existing  outfall  works.  The 
nature  of  the  subsoil  was,  however,  not  suitable  foriiltration  of  the 
sewage  effluent  and  a  more  complete  scheme  is  now  under  con¬ 
sideration.  '■  ■:

During  the  year  82  privies  were  converted  into  water  closets 
and  18  additional  water  closets  provided.  Ten  closets,  other  than 
privies,  were  reconstructed  as  water  closets.  Eight  privies  were 
reconstructed  where  conversion  to  the  water  closet  system  was  not 
possible.  In  54  instances  ashpits  were  abolished  and  108  ashbins 
provided. 

The  whole  district,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses 
in  Bradfield  parish,  is  publicly  scavenged.  Direct  labour  is 
employed  except  in  the  hamlet  of  Midhope,  when  the  work  is  let 
out  to  a  contractor.  Four  motor  lorries  belonging  to  the  Council 
are  in  use  and  one  motor  lorry  is  hired  for  scavenging  the  parishes 
of  Tankersley  and  Wortley.  Eighteen  men  are  employed  full  time 
in  the  work  of  scavenging. 

There  are  seven  refuse  tips  in  the  district.  These  are  now 
controlled,  three  men  working  full  time  and  one  part  time  on  the 
tips. 

During  the  year  9,860  tons  of  refuse  were  removed  and 
disposed  of  on  the  tips,  at  a  cost  of  £5,409  13s.  7d. 

Nuisances. — During  the  year  2,274  inspections  were  made  for 
the  detection  and  abatement  of  nuisances. 

274  nuisances  were  dealt  with,  of  which  260  were  abated. 

Informal  notices  were  issued  in  230  instances,  of  which  216 
were  complied  with.  Six  statutory  notices  were  served,  all  ol 
which  were  complied  with. 
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The  nuisances  reported  during  the  year  comprised : — choked 
and  defective  drains,  75 ;  defective  water  closets,  43 ;  defective 
roofs,  spouting,  etc.,  37 ;  defective  privies  and  ashpits,  25 ;  defective 
ashbins,  34 ;  defective  yard  paving,  29 ;  refuse  accumulations,  5 ; 
other  nuisances,  11. 

The  yards  at  the  rear  of  57  houses  were  asphalted  during  the 
year. 

During  the  year  146  Council  and  86  privately  owned  houses 
were  inspected  for  the  presence  of  vermin,  involving  333  visits. 
Of  these,  32  Council  and  8  private  houses  were  found  to  be  infested 
with  bed  bugs.  The  method  of  dealing  with  these  by  the  removal 
of  skirting  boards,  moveable  woodwork,  the  dismantling  of  bed¬ 
steads,  etc.,  and  spraying  with  Zaldecide  has  proved  effective  in 
the  majority  of  cases.  Fumigation  with  Fumoid  has  been  used  in 
addition  in  a  few  instances. 

All  Council  houses  which,  on  becoming  vacant,  are  found  to 
be  infested,  are  treated  before  re-occupation  and  all  private  houses 
are  inspected  before  the  tenants  remove  to  Council  houses.  There 
has  been  no  instance  of  a  Council  house  becoming  infested  after 
occupation  by  the  tenant  of  a  private  house. 

A  large  number  of  cockroach  infestations  have  been  reported 
and  the  extermination  of  these  pests  is  proving  troublesome.  In 
bad  cases  the  floor  boards  near  the  fireplace  have  been  taken  up, 
the  brickwork  of  the  hearth  foundation  sprayed  and  a  liberal 
quantity  of  pyrethrum  insecticide  spread  on  the  foundations  near 
the  hearth  and  under  the  cupboards.  In  all  cases,  insecticide  is 
provided  and  the  tenant  instructed  as  to  its  use. 

Smoke  Abatement. — Twenty-six  observations  were  taken  in 
respect  of  seven  chimneys.  In  the  case  of  two  factories  the  managers 
were  interviewed  regarding  excessive  emission  of  smoke.  In  one 
of  these  the  firm  has  installed  a  smoke  prevention  device — the  high 
pressure  turbulence  system — in  connection  with  two  boilers  which 
has  proved  efficient  as  regards  smoke  from  the  boilers.  A  few  brick 
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kilns,  however,  discharge  into  the  boiler  chimneys  and  these  are 
responsible  for  considerable  emissions  of  smoke  when  they  are 
being  newly  charged. 

The  burning  of  ganister  in  open  kilns  has  not  caused  much 
nuisance  since  the  method  of  burning  in  small  kilns  has  been 
adopted. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — Twenty-nine  com¬ 
plaints  were  received  regarding  the  infestation  of  premises  with 
rats.  These  were  investigated  and  suitable  poison  provided. 

Since  full  control  of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  has  been  adopted, 
the  rat  nuisance  has  been  greatly  reduced. 

The  Shops  Act,  1934. — There  are  105  shops  on  the  Register. 
During  the  year  new  water  closets  were  constructed  for  two  shops 
and  in  two  instances  washing  facilities  were  provided. 

Camping  Sites. — The  number  of  sites  which  were  used  for 
camping  purposes  during  the  year  was  22  and  the  estimated  number 
of  campers  resident  at  one  time  during  the  summer  season  was 
200. 

Twenty-three  applications  were  received  for  licences  to  use 
land  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  but  only  three  were  granted 
by  the  Council  under  sec.  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — During  the  year  693  inspections  were  made  of 
the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  district. 

Thirty-three  notices  were  served  on  cowkeepers  to  cleanse  and 
limewash  the  premises,  all  of  which  were  complied  with. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  one  cowkeeper  for  not 
complying  with  a  notice  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  for 
structural  alterations  and  a  fine  of  10/-  on  each  of  two  summonses 
was  imposed  and  an  order  made  by  the  magistrates  for  the  work 
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to  be  undertaken  forthwith.  The  reconstruction  of  the  cowshed 
for  the  accommodation  of  thirteen  cows  has  now  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily. 

Six  other  cowsheds  were  reconstructed  or  altered  so  as  to 
comply  with  the  Milk  and  Daries  Order,  1926. 

Five  new  cowsheds  have  been  built  to  accommodate  62  cows. 
Four  new  dairy  wash  houses  were  provided. 

There  are  now  on  the  Register  217  cowkeepers,  of  whom  187 
are  also  purveyors.  Twenty-six  purveyors  are  registered  who  are 
not  cowkeepers. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936mnd  1938, 
two  licences  are  in  force  in  this  district  for  the  production  of 
"Tuberculin  Tested"  Milk,  which  is  bottled  at  the  farms,  and  ten 
licences  for  the  production  of  "Accredited"  Milk,  which,  in  three 
instances,  is  bottled  at  the  farms. 

Three  supplementary  licences  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  were 
issued  by  the  District  Council. 

Meat. — There  are  20  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  of  which 
11  are  licenced  annually  and  9  are  registered.  These  were  visited 
on  1,210  occasions  and  were,  generally,  found  to  be  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  in  regard  to  cleanliness  and  the  regular  and 
frequent  removal  of  refuse  and  offal. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  124  pigs  were 
slaughtered  on  private  premises,  involving  108  visits  for  inspection 
of  the  carcases.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs 
killed  on  private  premises  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  carcases  of  2,127  beasts,  79  calves,  5054  sheep  and  1215 
pigs  were  slaughtered  and  inspected.  The  reduction  in  the  number 
of  beasts  and  pigs  slaughtered  during  the  year  has  been  due  in  part 
to  the  coming  into  operation  on  October  1st  of  a  new  byelaw  in 
the  City  of  Sheffield.  This  byelaw  makes  it  an  offence  for  any 
person  to  sell  the  carcase  or  part  of  the  carcase  of  an  animal 
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slaughtered  outside  the  city  until  the  same  shall  have  been  inspected 
by  an  officer  of  the  Corporation  at  the  Corporation  abattoir.  Some 
of  the  meat  supplied  by  wholesalers  from  this  district  to  customers 
in  Sheffield  is  now  slaughtered  in  the  city  to  save  inconvenience  in 
complying  with  the  byelaw. 

The  carcase  of  7  pigs,  2  sheep  and  1  calf  were  entirely  con¬ 
demned.  In  665  cases  parts  of  the  carcase  or  organs  were 
condemned  as  shown  in  the  following  table : —

The  total  weight  of  carcases,  offal  re  condemned  and  destroyed 
amounted  to  4  tons,  17  cwts.,  23  lbs. 
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The  public  market  at  Chapeltown  was  visited  on  50  occasions. 
The  meat  sold  is  of  average  quality  and  no  case  of  disease  was 
detected.  One  stallholder  was  cautioned  for  omitting  to  display 
his  name  and  address  but  otherwise  the  stalls  complied  with  the 
Regulations. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  there  are  37 
persons  licensed  to  slaughter  animals  in  the  district. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  415  houses  were  erected  in  the  district,  of 
which  146  were  built  by  the  Council  and  269  by  private  enterprise. 

Of  the  146  Council  houses,  22  were  erected  at  Chapeltown, 

4  at  Highgreen,  20  at  Ecclesfield,  8  at  Grenoside,  34  at  Oughti- 
bridge,  6  at  Worrall,  24  at  Stannington,  14  at  Loxley  and  14  at 
Tankersley. 

Of  the  houses  built  by  private  individuals,  27  were  erected  at 
Chapeltown,  22  at  Highgreen,  61  at  Ecclesfield,  65  at  Grenoside, 

5  at  Thorpe  Hesley,  33  at  Oughtibridge,  25  at  Worrall,  17  at 
Stannington,  2  at  Loxley,  10  at  Tankersley  and  2  at  Wortley. 
Almost  all  these  houses  are  built  for  sale. 

The  Council  have,  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  erected  1,151 
houses.  Of  these,  260  are  at  Ecclesfield,  293  at  Highgreen,  182 
at  Chapeltown  and  46  at  Grenoside  in  the  parish  of  Ecclesfield. 
In  Bradfield  parish  there  are  148  at  Oughtibridge,  14  at  Worrall, 
76  at  Stannington,  50  at  Loxley  and  8  at  Dungworth.  In  Tankers¬ 
ley  parish  74  houses  have  been  built. 

Since  1920  private  enterprise  has  been  responsible  for  the 
erection  of  1,752  houses.  Of  these,  296  have  been  built  at  Eccles¬ 
field,  345  at  Chapeltown  and  Highgreen,  269  at  Grenoside,  6  at 
Thorpe  Hesley,  150  at  Oughtibridge,  74  at  Middlewood,  5  at 
Wadsley,  29  at  Wharncliffe  Side,  310  at  Stannington,  118  at 
Worrall,  4  at  Dungworth,  53  at  Loxley,  37  in  other  parts  of  Brad- 
field  parish,  45  at  Tankersley  and  11  in  Wortley  parish. 
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There  has  thus  been  considerable  activity  in  house  building  in 
most  parts  of  the  district.  Most  of  the  private  houses,  however, 
have  been  occupied  by  immigrants. 

The  Council’s  housing  programme  for  the  year  is  being  com¬ 
pleted,  140  houses  being  in  course  of  erection. 

Under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts,  loans  have  been 
granted  to  18  individuals  and  under  sec.  91  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936,  loans  from  Building  Societies  have  been  guaranteed  in  14 
instances.

One  case  occurred  in  which  a  dwelling  house  again  became 
overcrowded  after  steps  had  been  taken  for  the  abatement  of  the 
overcrowding. 

Of  the  34  cases  of  overcrowding  relieved  during  the  year,  16 
were  abated  by  Council  tenants  removing  into  larger  Council 
houses,  4  by  tenants  of  private  houses  being  accommodated  in 
Council  houses,  3  by  tenants  of  private  houses  securing  larger 
private  houses  and  11  by  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  members  of 
the  family  in  occupation  of  the  house. 

Under  sec.  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  undertakings  were 
accepted  from  the  owners  in  two  instances. 

The  whole  district  is  embraced  in  Town  Planning.  Schemes 
are  being  prepared  for  the  three  areas  into  which  the  district  is 
divided  for  this  purpose  and  an  extension  of  the  period  within 
which  the  draft  schemes  shall  be  adopted  is  being  asked  for. 

During  the  year  546  plans  were  approved  under  the  Building 
Byelaws.  Of  these,  280  related  to  new  dwelling  houses,  28  to 
alterations  to  existing  houses,  82  to  garages,  17  to  extensions  to 
factories,  63  to  tool  sheds  and  greenhouses,  5  to  shops,  3  to 


canteens,  5  to  dairies  and  cowsheds,  2  to  electric  sub-stations,  1  to 
a  telephone  exchange,  1  to  an  employment  exchange,  1  to  a  cinema, 
1  to  a  sports  pavilion,  10  to  waterclosets  and  47  to  various  small 
erections.  Several  breaches  of  the  byelavs  were  dealt  with. 

Factories. — The  Factories  Act,  1937,  came  into  force  on  July 
1st,  1938.  This  act  consolidates  the  Factory  Acts,  1901  to  1929, 
and  makes  several  amendments  in  the  law  relating  to  factories.  A 
distinction  is  made  between  factories  with  and  those  without 
mechanical  power,  the  latter  having  been  formerly  designated 
workshops.  District  Councils  have  to  enforce  the  provisions 
relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  in  all  factories  and  the  provisions 
in  regard  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and 
drainage  of  floors  in  factories  in  which  mechanical  power  is  not 
used.  An  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  drinking  water  has  to  be 
provided  in  all  factories  from  a  public  main  or  from  some  other 
source  approved  in  writing  by  the  District  Council,  such  approval 
not  to  be  withheld  except  on  the  ground  of  the  unwholesomeness 
of  the  water. 

A  register  of  all  factories  has  to  be  kept.  A  survey  has  been 
made  and  60  factories  with,  and  11  without,  mechanical  power 
have  been  entered  on  the  register. 

During  the  year  91  inspections  have  been  made.  Defects  were 
found  in  eight  instances  in  regard  to  cleanliness  and  in  two  instances 
in  respect  of  insufficient  or  unsuitable  sanitary  conveniences.
